NEGRO RAVISHER IS CHASED. 
BY BLOODHOUNDS IN OHIO 


Wheeling, W. Va., August 6.—St. Clairs- 
ville, Ohio, a small city in Belmont coun- 
ty, was thrown into a panic this evening 
when it became known that a terrible 
outrage had been perpetrated on Mrs. 
M. E. Stowe, one of the most prominent 
and highly respected’ residents of the 
town, who was criminally assaulted by 
a young negro lawyer. 

Mrs. Stowe had been out for a walk 
during the afternoon and remained later 
than she anticipated. About 6 o'clock 
she started for her home, the route ex- 
tending through a lonely tract of woods. 
When within 200 yards of her home she 
was seized by the negro and thrown to 
the ground. She made a brave but un- 
successful fight for her honor. 


When the woman regained consclious- 
ness her pitiful screams attracted the art- 
tention of passers by, who rushed to her 
assistance. She was taken to her home, 
where she told of the brutal outrage. 

A posse formed of the most prominent 
citizens of the county was organized and 
set out in pursuit of the negro, who 
escaped to the woods. The enraged mob 
is fully armed and bent on lynching the 
brute when he is apprehended. 

Mrs. Stowe is in a critical condition 
as the result of her awful experience. 
Her assailant is a well known negro, C. 
W. Burns, who has been practicing law 
in that vicinity. A report received laie 
tonight states that the bloodhounds have 
scented the trail and the chase is being

Around the negro’s neck !s a circular 
mark, black and deep, so black and deep 
that at a glance it is apparent that the 
mark was made by the pressure of a rope. 
On one side of the neck is a slight abra- 
sion of the skin resembling a knife cut. 

Phe city physician was led to the ne- 
gro by a caller, who told him that 
fOme one was derperately ill at the place 
indicated ard that his professional serv- 
{ces were needed. The doctor found the 
Megro in a dying condition, and, in mak- 
ing the examination, became convinced 
that a rope had once encircled that 
neck. The negro was almost beyond 
power of goeech, but to the doctor’s 
questions gaye evasive answers, answers 
that were conflicting. 

The doctor had just before the call 
been reading in The Constitution the ac- 
ccunt of the assault by a negro upon 
two ladies near Helena, some 4 miles 
Qway, and the instant he saw the 
marks the crime came to his mind. He 
at once accidsed the negro of being the 
“one who could not be found by the 
posse Which went in pursuit of the as- 
saffant of the two women.”

“And still Cawthorne was not convict- 
ed for killing Tucker half as much as 
he was convicted of killing Horne. lLt 
will be for Horne’s death, and not for 
Tucker’s, Cawthorne will hang, if he 
hangs. It was Horne’s brothers who 
hired the lawyers to prosecute Cawihorne. 
It was Horne money that pushed the 
case against Cawthorne, though Caw- 
thorn@ ‘was heing tried for the death of 
Tucker. Only a short time previous to 
the death of Tucker, Horne hgd stopped 
at the Tucker home. Cawthorne gave 
him whisky in which he hag placed ar- 
senic. Theg Horne died of arsenic poison. 
But nothing was thought of {it until 
Tucker died and his death was trawved to 
arsenic. Cawthorne went tq Hawkins- 
ville to buy that arsenic, and at the drug 
store where he bought it he gave his 
right name. That was the act of a mad- 
man and not the act of a trained crim- 
inal. After Horne drank from the pol- 
soned bottle, Cawthorne poured the bal- 
ance of the whisky out. Then, on the 
night Tucker died, Cawthorne was taken 
sick, a8 was Tucker. At first Cawthorne 
—he had taken the same kind of cap- 
sules apparently he had given Tucker— 
was the sicker man of the two. He rolled 
upon his bed groaning ana moaning, for 
all the world like Tucker did a little 
later. Soon Tucker beaame sick, too, and 
manifested the same signs of pains, just 
such signs as indicate the presence of ar- 
senic. Jucker grew worse, and when his 
convulsions came on and death was near, 
Cawthorne left his sick bed to wait on 
him. Tucker rolled and tossed in agony 
and his wife and Cawthorne stood by, 
doing all they could do. Tucker's last 
look was upon Cawthorne’s face, and 
his last words were addressed to Caw- 
thorne. Just before he breathed his last, 
he looked Cawthorne squarely in the 
face, saying: 

‘Jog, oh, Joe; why di—’ 

“But the sentence was never finished. 
Tucker gave a gasp and went out of life. 
Judge Roberts’ sentence was a round, 
severe roast. He told Cawthorne he ought 
tu die. The attorneys employed by Horne 
were hard on the culprit. I have been 
attending murder trials for years, and 
I say to you I never heard a prisoner 
ss» severely denounced in all my life. 
Why, they even said that hanging was 
tog good, that the stake was too mild, 
and that boiling would be a light punish- 
ment for Cawthorne. But Cawihorne 
merely looked on. He never showed the 
slightest trepidation. In fact, he was 
the coolest criminal I ever looked upon. 
Not once during the entire trial did he 
show the slightest trepidation, not even 
when the daughter of Tucker told how 
he had poured out the poisoned whisky 
after Horne Lad drank of it. Then when 
Judge Roberts concluded his sentence he 
looked the judge squarely in the face, 
saying: 

“ “Well, you hang an innocent man.’ 

“It was said more cooly than were 
the words by Judge Roberts when he 
Was passing sentence. All this time the 
grand jury was working on the case in 
which the wife figured. She had em- 
ployed John R. Cooper, of this city, to 
defend her, and Cooper was on the 
ground watching her ihterests. After 
Cawthorne had been convicted he asked 
to be allowed to go before the grand 
jury. In the minds of all that settled 
Mrs. Tucker's fate. Every one was-sure 
he was going to implicate her.

Mr. Far- 
ley, county school commissioner of Har- 
ris county, was among the witnesses and 
was asked particularly concerning the 
payment of the charge for publication of 
the appeal of county school teachers 
which appeared in The Atlanta Journal.

Mr. Overstreet interrupted him pointed- 
ly right here, though Chairman Hiopkins 
endeavored to prevent the witnesses being 
interrupted.

Lounty School Commissioner Farley. 

Rev. W. A. Farley, county school com- 
missioner of Harris county, was the last 
witness at the morning session. Ques- 
tioned about being around the capitol, 
Mr. Farley told a clean-cut and straight- 
forward story. He said he was in the 
hall of the house on July 28, also the 
week before, when the book question was 
before the committee on edycation. He 
had appeared before the committee 
against some fealtures of the uniformity 
bill. Later he had met with several other 
county school commissioners here in At- 
lanta, and their objections had been for- 
mulated and later published in The At- 
lanta Journal, for which publication he 
paid $20.70, expecting the other commis- 
sioners to pay their pro ratta share, but 
he had not seen them since. 

In response to Chairman Hopkins’ 
questions, he said he had come to At- 
lanta solely in the interest of the peo- 
ple of Harris county, of which he had 
been county school commissioner for sev- 
enteen years. He said he had called both 
at the office of the American Book Com- 
pany, and also upon Ginn & Co. Alt 
both places he had friends. 


Ry this time both men had jumped to 
their feet and were standing facing each 
other. 

Mr. Overstreet was ‘suggesting sorme- 
thing about anybody charging him with 
drinking being a liar, while Mr. Felder 
was declaring with equal vehemence that 
he stuck to just what he had said and 
had nothing to take back. In the mean- 
time the usual kind friends were ready to 
pull the distinguished gentlemen apart 
should the little affair reach that stage. 

“Tl want you to understand that I mean 
exactly what I savy and we can settle 
this thing right here,’ continued Mr. Over- 
street. 

Chairman Hopkins suggested that while 
the committee did not at all care what 
the gentlemen did with each other after 
they got on the outside, he must insist 
order in the committee room. 
will go outside—* began Mr. 
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Overstreet. 


To which Mr. Felder rejoined by declar- 
ing: “I am responsible for anything I say 
and will meet the gentleman outside or 
anywhere else In Atlanta he might name.’ 

It was suggested that Mr. Felder con- 
clude his statement first and attend 1t9 
such little side issues later, and this was 
the course matters took. Mr. Felder went 
on with his statement, being questioned 
at one point by Mr. Overstreet. Then he 
went out of the ~Committee room, but 
there was no aftermath. 

Mr. Felder, after going over the details 
of tthe dinners he had mentioned, said 
there was, of course, nothing in them to 
be criticised in any way: he had referred 
to them simply because of the illustrious 
example they had furnished for his own 
party, 

Mr. Felder’s Business. 

“T am,” he continued, ‘‘employed by the 
year as attorney to represent certain fn- 
terests In the court house, and when it 
is necessary, at the capitol. I am paid a 
stipulated yearly salary. I do. not do 
things by. plecemeal.” 

He said he discussed those things, when 
bills which touched the interests he rep- 
resented were pending, with the commit- 
tes, and often wt the individual mem- 
bers, as is his ct Yitutional right. He 
explained that it\ \often necessary to 
see individual me\ \rs, as it happens 
often that with the argest committees 
it takes only five or seven to make a 
quorum, and that the only way to have 
the provisions of important measures 
explained to others who were not pres- 
ent was to see them in person. “I have 
talked with Mr. Overstreet himself upon 
matters of this character, and he has 
exonerated me,’ continued Mr. Felder. 

Mr. Felder, in response to Mr. Over- 
street's question, said he had no objection 
to name whom he represented—the Pos.- 
tal Telegraph company. 'the Armour Pack- 
ing Company, the American Telephone 
and Telegraph Company and the National 
Cash Register Company, none of which 
have matters now pending before the 
legislature. . 

“Would yoy mind stating to the com- 
mittee what you get for representing 
those firms?” asked Mr. ‘®verstreet. 

“That is none of the committee’s busi- 
ness and none of your’s,”’ replied Mr. 
Felder. “But if the committee would like 
to see them, I would not object to pro- 
ducing my vouchers in every instance. 
Not one cent has ever been used for 
the purpose of influencing the legislature. 
I do not do business that way.”’ 

“At one time,’ sald Mr. Felder, as a 
parting shot, “Mr. Overstreet said he 
would like to have my job.’’ 

“I made no guch statement,” replied Mr. 
Overstreet. - 


“That was what nderstood you to 
say to me,” repe r. Felder. “You 
said you would li? = to represent t . 


companies as I represent them.’’ 

Mr, Overstreet sald he might have 
he would like tg represent the companies, 
but not that he would like to have the 
job and represent them as Mr. Felder 
did. 

Mr. Flanigan, of Gwinnett. 

Mr, Flanigan was questioned concern- 
ing his talk with Mr. Brinson, of Deca- 
tur, as was testified to by Mr. Brinson. 
He said Mr. Brinson misunderstood him 
if he had thought he said any member 
had been approached by anybody on 
the outside. He said they were discuss- 
ing the general subject and he had talked 
of outsiders interested in local measures. 
There was nothing improper in this at 
all. Their talk was solely about local 
measures. 


Mr. Knight, of Berrien. 
Mr. Knight, of Berrien, said he saw 
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The protest against the passage of the 
uniformity )jll was prepared, he said, in 
the back room of the office of the 
American Book Company, but no sugges- 
tions were made by any of the officers 
or employees of that company. 

He said, in response to a direct ques- 
tion, that he knew absolutely nothing 
about any money being used by any- 
body, directly or indirectly, to promote 
Opposition to the uniformity bill. He had 
heard in a general way that the Amer- 
ican Book Company@@ag against the uni- 
formity bill, while Ginn & Co. were for 
the bil, but he did not know, of his own 
Knowledge. Books of both concerns were 
used in his county. “Mr. Robson had 
told him that he did not approve some 
of the features of the bill gas it passed 
the house. 

THE AFTERNOON SESSION : 
MORE WITNESSES TESTIFY 


One of the features of the afternoon 
session was the reading, by Chairman 
HopKins, of a letter he had received 
from Colonel J. W. English, Jr., which 
appears elsewhere in ful]. The chairman 
Stated that it bad reached him but a 
few minutes before, and he had read it 
with the ideg of the committee signify - 
ing its de ires. 

Severaj’ members of the committee 
thought that as this covered al] of the 
points upon which Colonel English would 
be questioned, his presence would not be 
necessary; but upon Mr. Overstreet say- 
ing he would like to ask him some ques- 
tions, it was decided that Colonel Eng- 
lish be notified to appear later. 

Mr. Rainey, of Terrell. 

The first witness vf the afternoon was 
Mr. Rainey, of Terrell, who said that a 
few days ago he saw some outrider, who 
was “haif-tanked up,’’ vote on some 
question upon which the roll was being 
called. He had related this as an amus- 
ing incident, and he supposed his having 
told of it was responsible for his being 
Summoned. He said the man, whom he 
did not know and had not seen since, an- 
Swered in a spirit of fun and he go re- 
garded It. 


That Piedmont Party. 

On the request of Mr. Overstreet, Mr. 
George related the circumstances under 
which they two had been entertained at 
the Piedmont Club. He said the party 
was given by his friend and cousfn Mr. 
Madison Bell Mr. Bell had asked him 
to the club and to invite any friends he, 
Mr. George, might care to have with him. 
Mr. Overstreet was invited by Mr. George 
He mentioned Mr. Hardman as among 
those having been there. This morning 
was the first time he had ever heard of 
Mr. Bell being interested in any matter 
before the Georgia legislature. He said, 
further, that the invitation from Mr. 
Spalding to the Capital City Club was 
purely informal. Mr. Spalding made no 
effort to influence Mr. Overstreet on the 
child labor bill. 

Mr. Cann—"‘Knowing as you did that 
Mr. Spalding was interested in that mat- 
ter, did you consider his invitation was 
Impropriety ?’’ 

Mr. George—"On the contray, I very 
much appreciated the invitation. I cer- 
tainly did not consider that Mr. Spalding 
was making any effort to influence Mr. 
Overstreet’s vote. He certainly did not 
make any improper remarks of any kind 
then or at any other time.” 

Mr. Overstreet’s Statement. 

Mr. Overstreet also made a short state- 
ment about that Piedmont Driving Club 
dinner, saying that he drank a lemonade. 
He left early enough to catch the train 
for Savannah. With regard to Mr. Spald- 


ing’s entertaining him at the club, he 
would not have gone with Mr. Spalding 
if he has known he was interesfd in 


{ legislauon in any way, though Mr. Spald- 


Ing certainly did not say anything about 
the child labor bill that was in any sense 
improper. 

At this point, Mr. Overstreet took oc- 
casion to express himself very earnestly 
and forcibly in these words:

Mr. Carroll Talks. 


W. H. Carroll said he looked after mat- 
ters in which the Louisville and Nash- 
ville is interested.

Mr. Carroll is wondering why he was 
summoned. ; 

Former .epresentative Howard. 

R Wiliam Schley Howard, former repre- 
sentative from DeKalb, said he knew 
of nothing like lobbying and had no idea 
why he had been summoned. With re- 
gard to the last legisiature, he sid he 
had introduced, and the house passed, 
a franchise bill. He had taken a poll 
of the senate at that time and claimed 
he had 26 or 2] members of the senate 
who had promised to vote for it. A num- 
ber of lawyers appeared before the com- 
mittee. One man who had told me he 
would vote for the bill changed and led 
the opposition. When the vote was finally 
taken, the bill only got 5 votes. This 
was Senator Ellis, of Bibb county, but 
he added that he felt sure Mr. Ellis was 
not the kind of a man who was lobbied 
with. 

Mr. Overstreet—*‘Do you know of any- 
body whose name has been given this 
committee who has left town?’ 

‘Yes,”’ said Mr. Howard, ‘‘] 
of one man who has left town.’ 

“Who s that?’ 
“Colonel Loud’’—and 
laughed. 

“Senator” Loud, he explained, had gone 
to St. Marys on business, but had asked 
him to telegraph whether he was wanted 
before the committee afd he would come 
at once. He said he knew Loud’s busi- 
ness here, and that it was in connection 
with the land grant bill pending be- 
fore the special judiciary committee of 
the house. 


Mr. Peyton, of Habersham. 


Mr, Peyton, of Habersham, said he 
could not recall having ever been called 
to the library by anybody to consult 
with him upon any pending measure. He 
had been in the legislature four years 
and did not belleve there were half a 
dozen men who believed any member of 
the. house coul@ be Improperly § ap- 
proached. 

He had talked with Jack Spalding sev- 
eral times—twice, he thought—about the 
child labor bill, and asked him about 
the children in his mills, as he was him- 
self very strongly Opposed to the child 
labor bill, as that was the sentiment 
of the people of his county. These were 
strongly opposed to child labor legisla- 
tion—more strongly, he thought, than 
Str. Spalding could be, and he had him- 
self made.an examination into conditions 
in forty counties. He had never, so far 
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Spalding in the state library. He wags 
certain, however, that Mr. Spalding had 
never said anything improper to him, 
nor he to Mr. Spalding. Mr. Peyton said 
he had the strongest possible convictions 
against the child labor bill, and that this 
was well known to everybody. 
Mr. Cromartie, of Appling. 

Mr. Cromartie, of Appling, was asited 
whether he had overheard anybody say 
he thought there were a number of mem- 
of the legislature who could be 
“*fixed’’ for any bill. 

‘““No, I have not,’’ was the prompt re- 
ply. 

The only outsider who had ever asked 
his position was on the uniformity bill, 
When Mr. Willingham, of Monroe, had 
asked him how he stood. When he had 
sald he was for the bill, Mr. Willingham 
said he was sorry to hear it, as he hoped 
he would vote against it. 

When questioned by Mr. Overstreet, he 
said he had once been talking with John 
Little in the lobby outside when @larence 
Wilson came out and gave Mr. Little a 
list of perhaps half a dozen names. He 


} had not the slightest idea what this was 


about. He did not know Mr. Little's 
interest in pending legislation. 

He added that he had seen more men 
approach these gentlemen who are talked 
of as lobbyists than they themselves ever 
approached. ‘] did not, of course, know 
what for, but Il just suppose it was on the 
Same business that 1 have approached 
Judge McWhorter—and others—to get 
passes for my constituents,’ said Mr. 
Cromartie. “YI know I have often done 
that.” 

Mr. Preston, of Jasper, relateg a con- 
versation at the Nonesuch restaurant, 
where he was with Senator Jordan. Judge 
Turner and Colonel Eason, of the prison 
commission, were there at the time. Colo- 
nel Eason asked him how the Felder sub- 
stitute would go. He replied he did not 
mow. Judge Turner remarked that the 

ler bill would not get 40 votes. That 
was all there was to the conversation. 
He thought the custom of inviting peo- 
ple on the floor of the house was wrong, 
but he had himself many times asked his 
own friends there. He had never had 
improper questions or suggestions made to

Colonel Rankin, of Gordon. 

Colonel Rankin, of Gordon, said most 
positively that he had never been im- 
properly approached, nor did he know 
of anybody who had been. He did not 
know of any improper acts of any kind 
coming within the purview of this inves- 
tigation, 

Dr. Hutcheson, of Haralson, said he 
had not been questioned on any of these 
genera] measures by gentlemen from the 
outside of the legislature. 

Representative Ayers, of Polk, hag 
shown him a letter from Mr. Little asking 
him to come to his office. The next day 
he asked Mr. Ayers what Mr. Little 
wanted. Mr. Ayers gaid it was about 
the uniform text-book bill, and that Mr. 
Little had asked him to vote against that 
bill. He understood that Mr. Ayers had 
said similar letters were received by Mr. 
Foster, of Towns, and possibly—he was 
not certain—Mr. Derrick, of Rabun. He 
thought that Mr. Ayers voted against the 
uniformity bill. 

‘Miller, of Bulloch. 

Dr. Miller, of Bulloeh, said he saw the 
famous horse collar but saw no name or 
card upon it.

Fifly Soldiers of the Sultan 
Blown to Bits 


Situation in the Balkans Is Growing 
Much Worse, and War Between 
Turkey and Bulgaria 
Seems To Be Immi- 
nent.

Constantinople, August 6.—Consular ad- 
vices which were received here yesterday 
from Monastir indicated that ‘the situa- 
tion in Macedonia is constantly growing 
worse. At a meeting of the ministry it 
has been decided, therefore, to adopt 
measures of extreme severity in order 
to suppress the revolution. It is reperted 
that Albanian troops will be employed, 
in which event massacres are almost tn- 
evitable. 

The Bulgarian exarch was summoned 
to the Yildiz palace Wednesday and 
urged to make a final appeal to his flock 
to deliver up ‘their arms dnd thereby 
avoid. bloodshed. 

The menacing attitude of the Kurds 
in Armenia is causing increased alarm 
at Erzeroum, Bitlis and Kharput.

TRUTH STRANCE 


TO CAPT. EWEN 


So Witnesses For Jett and 
White Swear, 


In the Feudist Trial Many ‘Witnesses 
Swear That the Character of 
the State’s Star Witness 
Is Very Pad—Confused 
Statements, 


Cynthiana, Ky., Augiist 6.—In the case 
of the commonwealth of Kentucky 
against Jett and White, now on trial here 
for killing J. B. Marcum on May 4 lasi, 
the defense put Henry F. Wilson, a 
whisky drummer of this place, on the 
witnéss stand to prove the fact of a 
large hole in the floor of the court house 
at Jackson. His testimony corroborated 
fully Dr. Talbee, James Hargis and Ed 
Callahan, and also corroborated John 
Abner, John Smith and Tom White as 
to the fact as to there being trees be- 
tween the house of Marcum @nd the rock 
quarry. On cross examination he said 
his expenses were paid to Jackson, and 
he was to get $10 besides. 

Green Strong and James Lee, other wit- 
nesses, were introduced to prove the bad 
character and reputation of Captain 
Ewen, and on cross examination they 
were made to materially contradict for- 
mer statements. 

Curt Jett and Thomas White were re- 
called to the stand and asked by the de- 
fense to go to the farther end of the 
court house and stand side by side with 
their backs to the jury and their hats on. 
This is upon the theory of the defense 
that they looked much alike, and so near- 
ly the same height that at several hun- 
dred yards they could not be told apart. 

Several witnesses have been examined 
to impeach Ewen’'s reputation, and some 
testified as to his lack of truth. Others 
said his reputation was good. The ma- 
jority of them got confused on cross ex- 
amination, one witness in particular ad- 
mitting ‘‘that it was good,’ he having 
testified on direct examination that it 
was bad. Considerable consternation was 
created when Beck Combs was recalled 
and made the statement that he had 
never testified; that when he gave his 
story yesterday he had not been sworn. 

DeJense Announces Rest. 

At 2:30 p. m. Captain B. B. Golden, one 
of the attorneys announced that the de- 
fense rested as to evidence in chief. The 
afternoon session was taken up in wit- 
nesses introduced to impeach Captain B. 
J. Ewen. 

Some twenty-five witnesses from his 
county and other witnesses from Powell 
county, where he resided until he re- 
moved to Jackson some ten years ago, 
testified that his morality was bad as 
well as his reputation for truthfulness. 
At the same time some of them testifled 
that he was a churchgoer, a constant 
attendant on Sunday school; that he 
never drank whisky or gamMed. Many 
of them were confused on cross-examina- 
tion, especially those. from  Breathitt 
county. The best impeaching evidence 
was offered by a number of citizens of 
Powell county, including among their 
number the county judge, the sheriff 
and others, who testified that Ewen had 
a bad reputation as to morality and 
truthfulness among his neighbors, al- 
though each of these,witnesses, as far 
as their personal opinion was concerned, 
testified without exception that he paid 
debts promptly, never drank, never gam- 
bled and attended church regularly while 
residing among them, 

S.encgrapner O’Dear’s Testimony. 


Edward O'Dear, of Lexington, the of- 
ficial stenographer in the first trial of 
Jackson, testified in contradiction to 
Captain Ewen as to White brushing by 
Ewen when coming out of the court 
house door at Jackson. Joseph Bruner, 
who testifled for the defense in the 
case, was called by the prosecution in 
rebuttal and said that Ewen did tell 
him that he knew who kiHed Marcum. 
This testimony was in corroboration of 
Ewen. <A. T. Pettit also corroborated 
this statement of Bruner's. **Tickie’’ 
James Bach, who testified several days 
ago for the defense, was contradicted 
by Witness Russell for the prosecution 
and also by Cyrus Holland. Bach swore 
several days ago he had seen the killing 
and these witnesses say that Bach told 
them that he did not see the killing and 
that he was giad he did not see it. The 
commonwealth is making preparations to 
swear out a warrant for the arrest of 
Bach and John L. Noble. They will be 
charged with false swearing. Bach was 
called to the stand and admitted that 
he asked Russell in the presence of Cyrus 
Holland, who had killed Marcum. 

A feature of the day was a strong 
protest by Yafferty, one of the defend- 
ant’s counsel, in which he charged Byrd 
with playing unfair with them in mak- 
ing plays to the Jury. Byrd retorted that 
the other side had been making grand 
stand plays to the jury also and con- 
siderable rancor was stirred up, which 
soon subsided, however. 

Object to Democratic Jurors. 

Georgetown, Ky., August 6.—In_ the 
third triaj of former Secretary of State 
Caleb Powers for complicity in the Goebel 
murder Judge Robbins today overruled 
a motion of the defense, challenging the 
jury panel which yesterday was previous- 
ly accepted. The motion was supported 
by/the affidavit of Thomas C. Whalley, 
allesine that of the ninety-five jurors 
only two were republicans and that ten 
were democrats. Mosby and Rogers in 
empanelling the jurors had been accom- 
panied and directed by William Burke 
and Joseph Williams, both ‘‘well-Known 
democratic workers,’’ who assisted them 
and caused discrimination in the selection 
of jurors. 

The ground for overruling the motion 
was that “political affiliation’’ is not a 
qualification for jury service at law. On 
peremptory challenge the defense then ex- 
cused J. C. Howard, Thomas Padget, J. 
k. Hazelwood, J. W. Doty, J. W. Fal- 
coner, Q@. W. Hogan and W. 8. Williams. 
The court was then engaged in filling 
their places. 

A jury was obtained at 6 o'clock this 
evening. This was not accomplished un- 
til the counsel for the defense had use:l 
their quota of peremptory challenges and 
five complete panels had been broken. 

The commonwealth used only two of the 
five challenges allowed them by statute 
and accepted each of the remaining pan- 
els as it was passed up to them. 

The jury as seated consists of eleven 
democrate and one republican, eleven 
jurors are farmers and one is a carpenter. 
The jury was not sworn tonight, as the 
defense will make a motion tomorrow 
similar to that of this morning, asking 
the dismissal of the panel as partisan. The 
panel follows:

Governor of Alabama Issues 
His Proclamation, 


Uniform Books To Be Used in the 
Public Schools of State, and Must 
Be Furnished at Prices Given 
in Contract—General 
Alabama News. 


Montgomery, Ala., August 6.—(Special.) 
Governor Jelks today issued a proclirgna- 
tion proclaiming the books selected by 
the state uniform t@xt-book commission 
as the books to be used in the public 
echools of this state. The governor closes 
his proclamation by saying that the books 
must be furnished to the pupils at the 
price named in the contract. Se 

It was learned Tuesday that Raphael 
Semmes, general manager of the Mont- 
gomery street railway, had resigned and 
would at an early date return to Mobile. 
Mr. Semmes came to Montgomery when 
the Montgomery street railway was pur- 
chased by R. Tillis, paying over a half 
million dollars for the same nearly a 
year ago. It is not learned why Mr. 
Semmes resigned, but it is rumored that 
there was some disagreément between 
himself and Mr. Tillis. His successor has 
not been appointed, but Mr. Giniman, 
formerly connected with the Montgomery 
Traction Company, has been appointed— 
Fince the resignation of Mr. Semmes 4s 
general manager—superintendent of the 
Montgomery street railway by Mr. Tillis. 
It is believed that Mr. Tillis will him- 
self assume general control of the road. 

Good Roads Convention. 

Commissioner Poole, of the agricul- 
tural department, who recently returned 
from Livingston, where he went to at- 
tend a good roads convention of the 
farmers of the county, a subject which 
is arousing much interest throughout the 
state at this time, was interviewed by 
the correspondent of The Constitution. 

Mr. Poole opened the discussion before 
the convention on the subject of good 
roads, and aroused much interest in the 
subject. He set forth the necessity of 
go0g roads and the many advantages 
to all the people, especially farmers from 
road improvement. Mr. Poole thinks 
that the subject of good roads means 
more to the whole people than all sub- 
jects combined. Other speakers were B. 
B. Smith, Senator John Rogers and Rep- 
resentative Hobert Seales, all urging the 
necessity of road improvement. As a re- 
sult of the convention a resolution was 
adopted to submit the question of a bond 
iSsue to build good roads to the people on 
the 24th of this month. ‘“‘There is no 
doubt,” said Mr. Poole, “that the bonds 
will carry by a good majority.” 

Livingston is in Sumter county, one of 
the richest cotton producing counties in 
the black belt, and when asked the con- 
dition of the cotton and corn crops in that 
county, Mr. Poole sald: 

“Tt found both corn and cotton in Sum- 
ter very promising, the corn crop, partic- 
ularly, is good, many farmers declaring 
it is the best they have had in twenty 
years. The town of Cuba, near Livings- 
ton, is getting to be quite a trucking 
center, and the farmers have realized 
handsome profits from the sale of beans, 
peas and Irish potatoes. These products 
@re shipped principally to northern mar- 
kets.”’ 

Mr. Poole further stated that the truck- 
ers’ association at Linden were just wind- 
ing up their crop of cantaloupes. The 
association planted 75 acres. The crop 
was very fine and they received the top 
market price for all their shipments. 
These melons were al! shipped to Cin- 
cinnati, Chicago and other eastern mar- 
kets. 

Lectures at Auburn. 

Commissioner Poole Tuesday returned 
from Auburn, where he went to attend 
the summer course of lectures under the 
auspices of the Alabama Polytecnic col- 
lege on subjects of interest to farmers of 
Alabama. 

These lectures cover the entire field of 
farming, cotton, corn, grain and forage 
plants, diseases of hogs, cattle and horses 
and the mixing of and intelligent use of 
commercial fertilizers; physical and 
chemical characteristics of the soils; dis- 
ease of the cotton plant; the budding and 
grafting tree and vine pruning and the 
care of orchards; feeds and food stuffs for 
cattle; cattle raising, truck gardening and 
other subjects, al} of vital concern to 
farmers. There were sixty farmers pres- 
ent from different sections of the state, 
and others were coming in on every 
train. 

Mr. Poole states that he hopes as many 
farmers as possityle will take advantage 
of this magnificent opportunity of gain- 
ing information on scientific and progres- 
sive farming. 

The address of welcome was delivered by 
Professor Thash, setting forth the ad- 
vantages to be gained by the farmers 
attending this institute. The discussion 
was opened by Mr. Poole, who indorsed 
the efforts that were being made by 
Professor Thash and his coworkers in 
their endeavor to educate the farmers 
of the state.

He Gives $2,500,000 to Na- 
live Town in Scotland, 


In Addition to the Money He Also 
Yresents a Park to Dunfermline. 
Carnegie Hopes To Better 
the Condition of the 
Toilers. 


London, August 6.—In handing over to. 
fifteen representative citizens of his na- | 
tive town, Dunfermline, who were. his 
guests at Skibo castle early this week, a 
trust. deed transferring to them $2,500,000 
in 5 per cent bonds of the United States 
Steel Corporation and Pittencrieff Park, 
Andrew Carnegie explained the objects 
he had in view in these words: 

“It is an experiment, the object of 
which is to attempt to introduce into the 
monotonous lives of the toiling mass2s 
of Dunfermline more of sweetness and 
light, to give them, especially the young, 
some charm, some elevating conditions of 
life which their residence elsewhere 
would have denied, so that a child in his 
native town will feel, however far he 
may have roamed, that simply by virtue 
of being such, his life nas been made hap- 
pier and better.” 

Mr. Carnegie proceeded to say that he 
had provided for this experiment in his 
will more than twenty years ago, but his 
retirement from business enabled him to 
put the scheme into operation during his 


lifetime. The problem sent to the trus- 
tees was, ‘‘What can be done in towns 
to benefit the masses by money in the 
hands of the most public spirited citi- | 
zens?’ 

If it was proved that good could be | 
done the trustees would open new fields | 
to the rich, which, Mr. Carnegie said, he 
believed they would hereafier be more 
and more anxious to find for their surplus | 
wealth. 

Mr. Carnegie exhorted the trustees not) 
to be afraid of making mistakes, to try | 
many things freely, but to discuss just as | 
freely, keeping in touch with the masses | 
and constantly aiming to prove their | 
tastes and give Dunfermline something 
beyond what was possessed by other 
cities.

For Greater Georgia. 

Probably the most interesting address 
of the morning was that of Hon. J. 
Pope Brown, who spoke of “Greater 
Georgia.’’ In part Mr. Brown said: 

"Greater Georgia should be the ambi- 
tion of every patriotic son of Georgia. 
The object of our association as an- 
nounced by its founders is to promote 
agriculture and manufacturing in our 
midst. A higher purpose could not’ have 
impelled these noble men. It met with 
the encouragement of all classes of peo- 
ple. Evenhe railroads, under the man- 
agement of such men as William M. 
Wadley and H. M. Comer, recognized the 
inestimable value of our organization for 
the promotion. of the best interests of 
the state, gave encouragement and 
granted courtesies that were very much 
appreciated. But I am sorry to say that 
the present management of the railroad 
interests of the state do not think as 
highly of us as did the gentlemen re- 
ferred to. They seem to have forgotten 
the ‘community of Interest’ and the good 
fellowship that ought to exist between 
the farmers and the transportation com- 
panies, and that at last it is the man 
behind the plow who pays the freight. 
Yet when hostile legislation has been 
proposed against the railroads of the 
state the farmer has been the conserv- 
ative element to forbid it and never to 
Suggest it, notwithstanding the charge 
against him to the contrary that has been 
made from some quarters and repeated- 
ly reiterated. 

“In calling for a ‘Greater Georgia’ I 
would not be understood as disparaging 
the efforts of our fathers, of complaining 
of the present or of having any doubts 
as to the,future. There never was a set 
of men that were confronted with more 


| difficult or more harassing problems than 


those that confronted our fathers thirty- 
five years ago. As for the present, I be- 
iieve there is more general prosperity 
amongst all classes of our people, or 
rather that prosperity is more widely 
diffused amongst our people, than at any 
time in the history of the state. Today 
the man without a dollar is the man 
without ability or the disposition to earn 
it. Instead of 4-cent cotton, as it was a 
few years ago, We now have a prospect to 
get 10 cents for every pound put upon 
the market next season.” There will be a 
big effort to bear the price, but cotton 
is worth 10 cents and we can get it if we 
wil} use any judgment in the marketing 
of the crop. Let us not be deceived, but 
let us market our cqtton gradually and 
get its true value.’’ i 

Speaking of the value of education in 
the making of “Greater Georgia,” Mr. 
Brown said: 

“In the first place, teachers should be 
better and more promptly paid. It is 
he most important work of the state, 
the training of the youth to carry on and 
improve upon the work of their fathers, 
yet the teacher is more poorly and more 
grudgingly paid than any public servant.

He 
gets the same pay and the same treat- 
ment as the others, and, be it said to 
his credit, I have never had one to leave 
me before he worked out his fine and 
never lost a cent.on one I took out of 
jail. His is the most patient gace of peo- 
ple in the world, and, as a rule, very 
accommodating. He takes a lively in- 
terest in the business of his employer, 
and usually refers to it as ‘ours.’ The 
vicious are the exception, and not the 
rule. Northern intermeddlers, who love 
not the negro, but who halite the south, 
and sorry white people at home, are the 
cause of most of the trouble we have witH 
him. -The young negro is a better farmer 
than the old negro, and is doing better 
farming today than the whites did twenty 
years ago, For that reason, I have plead- 
ed for better agricultural eduvation for 
our young farmers, seeing that only by 
superior intelligence can the young white 
iboy compete with the negro on the 
farm. I am in favor of giving justice 
to the negro, believing in the natural 
supremacy of the white race. I am not 
in favor of raising the white man up. In 
dealing with the question let us remem- 
ber the motto of the state, ‘‘Wisdom, Jus- 
tice and Moderation.’ "’ 

At the conclusion. of Mr. Brown's re- 
marks, Colonel R. J. Redding made an 
admirable addresg to the farmers pres- 
ent. 

Afternoon Session. 

At the afternoon session of the society 
the first address was delivered by Colonel 
vohn A, Cobb, of Amgéricus, who spoke 
on the labor problem. A. W.:+Edson, of 
the department of agriculture at Wash- 
ington, delivered a most interesting ad- 
dress upon improved and more valuable 
cotton for the south. Following this ad- 
dress there were reports from the dif- 
ferent vice presidents of the. society 
concerning the work of Organizing farm- 
ers’ clubs in their varfous counties. This 
feature was quite interesting, and all 
the delegates who spoke on this subject 
wera of the opinion that the organization 
of an active farmers’ club in each coun- 
ty in the state would do more to increase 
the attendance, upon and the interest in 
the sessidns of the society than any- 
thing else. They said that they would 
go back home determined to bring about 
the organization of many of these clubs. 
Secretary Calvin said that he never 
attended a meeting of the State Agricul- 
tural Society where there was evident 
more genuine enthusiasm than at the

ADJUSTING THE CONVICT PROBLEM. 


action. 


The house substitute convict bill is now before the senate for renewed 


In its present shape it is not the best measure that is possible to come 
out of the convictions of the general assembly as expressed in their many 
debates over the question. It has been put forward, however, with hon- 
est intent by its supporters, who embrace many of the fairest and ablest 


men of the house. 


They are, as a rule, the representatives of the small- 


er counties and have allowed the fear of a loss to their constituencies 
to mislead their judgments as to the real operations of the other house 
substitute bill for which the pending bill was substituted. 

It ig just and proper that every representative should jealously guard 
his own people’s interests, but the convict’ problem is one of state policy 
that ought to be accommodated by wise compromises so as to do the 
greatest good to the commonwealth and the least seeming of harm to any 


of its constituent counties. 


The measure can be so amended by the senate, in our belief, as to 
accomplish just those ends in practical fashion. To encourage the coun- 
ties to use their short term felony convicts along with their misdemgan- 
or convicts they should be allowed a force that can accomplish results in 


road building and other public works within a reasonable time. 


To do 


that the convicts allowable to the counties should be those whose terms 
are for ten years or less. That is by far the preferable division point; 
but if that be deemed too large a concession, then the point of division 
should be made eight years at the least. Less than that would hardly 
provide a force in many counties prospectively effective enough to in- 
duce the retention of the county short-term felony convicts. 

Again, the $120 per year rental asked of the counties for each con- 


vict, in addition to their keep and guarding, 


viewed as a proposition 


unique and apart, is a practical negation of the purpose to encourage 


counties to go fmto the good roads movement with convict labor. 


It 


amounts, in fact, to a prohibition of their exercise of that local option, 
for scarcely a county in the state would retain them at that figure. That 
feature of the bill sARould be amended by giving to the counties the alter- 
native of the Candler-Shackleford-Holder substitute, which received but 


one less than a constitutional majority on a short vote in the house. 


If 


a county elects to retain the convicts, let it have them free of rental by 
surrendering its proportional part of the school fund arising from the lease 
moneys; or, if they prefer, let them pay $120 per annum per convict and 
continue to receive their pro rata of the lease fund for their school pur- 


poses. 


With these amendments the bill would do no harm to any small cotn- 
ty, but would actnally yield more than now to the school fund, would en- 
courage the good roads movement, and present an issue of county policy 
that each could easily settle for itself by its own action. 

: This seems to us the wise way out to a satisfactory system.

A Call for Atlanta! 

Of all the enterprises which Atlanta 
boasts, none attracts so many visitors 
an@ injects so much activity into busi- 
ness as the Southern Interstate annual 
fall fair. The railroads give low rates, 
and the people, taking advantage of 
them, come here to see the splendid 
exhibits of live stock, poultry, agri- 
cultural products, machinery and the 
various acts and features that go to 
make up a fair. 

The premiums whic. Atlanta offers 
for the exhibits stimulates farmers and 
manufacturers to bring here the very 
best they have. Our live stock shows 
have had a wonderful influence on this 
industry. Scrub and razor back have 
been largely supplanted in Georgia and 
neighboring states in recent years by 
registered beef and dairy cattle and by 
fine breeds of swine. 

It is estimated that 100,000 visitors 
come to Atlanta every fall during the 
fair season, and spend upwards of 
one million dollars while here. This 
is a large sum to be added to our 
circulation in two or three weeks, and 
the entire city feels the benefit. 

The directors of the Southern Inter- 
state Fair Association devote their 
time and ability to the enterprise with- 
out any compensation whatever. They 
are among the busiest business and 
professional men of the city, and in 
working for the fair are prompted 
purely by public spirit. 

Last year’s fair not only paid all its 
own expenses, but discharged a large 
debt which it had inherited. Had it 
not been for these old obligations, the 
association would be in excellent finan- 
cial shape today. As it is, the associa- 
tion needs money enough to carry it 
until the gates open on October 7. 

The citizens of Athens have raised 
$20,000 for a fair the coming fall. 

The city of Macon has appropriated 
$10,000, and the citizens have given 
$20,000 more for their fair. 

We are advised unat $5,000 will car- 
ry the Southern Interstate fair up to 
the opening of the gates. It ought not 
to be necessary for the directors to 
even make a call to raise this modest 
sum. 

Let all Atlanta’s interests cooperate, 
the required sum will be promptly 
raised and we will have the greatest 
fair in October that the state has ever 
seen.

Mr. Bryan’s Mistake. 

Mr. Bryan has appeared once more, 
this time in Ohio, as a dealer in dem- 
ocratic doctrines as he sees them and 
in defitinciations as he believes they 
should be directed. The report of his 
performance on this latest occasion is 
not pleasant reading for those demo- 
crats who are hoping for the peace and 
prosperity of the party.

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Mr. Cleveland as a party exemplar 
any more highly that does Mr. Bryan. 
But what is the use of bellowing at 
and berating Mr. Cleveland? He ts, 
so far as candidacy and party policy 
are concerned, as dead as any duck he 
ever shot in the Carolina marshes. 
The only satisfaction we can imagine 
coming to Mr. Bryan in these anti- 
Cleveland blasts is that the Dutchman 
desired when he jumped up and down 
on his already dead ‘dog—“just to 
teach him there is punishment after 
death!” 

There is one supreme debt that Mr. 
Bryan owes to the democratic party 
and which he should be generous and 
humble enough to pay in full. He 
should either talk sense when he talks 
politics—or quiet down and go home! 
He is not now helping the party to get 
together, to throw overboard any Jo- 
nahs, to establish a new alignment of 
the forces of popular rights and to win 
& campaign against the party of un- 
wise, unfair and unconstitutional gov- 
ernment.

Concerning Grady Hospital. 

The people of Atlanta believe in the 
necessity of Grady hospital and the 
keeping it up to the highest efficiency. 
The work done there has been and is 
of large and humane importance. The 
poor of the city of both races would 
suffer an irreparable calamity if the 
institution should be crippled in any 
way, either through faults of admin- 
istration or through refusal to grant it 
the means to carry forward to its lim- 
its the good work of its creation and 
continuance. 

The Constitution does not mix in 
any of the personal features of the 
case between the trustees and the city 
council. They involve matters of 
minor detail that should be easily ad- 
justable between public servants of 
equal zeal and patriotism. The Con- 
stitutien takes the side of the people 
and says emphatically that the Grady 
hospital must not be so dealt with as 


Fto cripple its organization and dimin- 


ish its good works. We know of a 
sufficient number of typical cases prov- 
ing the general and life-saving useful- 
ness of the institution. It performs 
a work the city is bound to have done. 
While wise economies and strict regu- 
lations should be enforced, neither of 
these should be so far paramounted as 
to circumscribe the efficiency of the 
hospital in its public service within the 
limits of a generous appropriation. 
The Grady hospital is one of those 
public works of charity which cannot 


-be safely measured on a Procrustean 


bed. In all matters that affect the 
public health, the emergenciés of epi- 
demics, sudden calamities to persons 
and life, there should be a wise possi- 
bility of augmentation and expansion, 
and for that reason preference is due 
to such institutions over other public 
works that are purely physical and 
¢an move more slowly, or even inter- 
mittently. 

The gentlemen who compose the 
council, as well as those who are 
trustees of the hospital, stand too 
well in the public regard than to be 
chargeable with ignorance or indiffer- 
ence to the municipal importance of 
the Grady hospital. They know that 
the people expect of them that it will 
be maintained on strictly business 
lines of administration and yet not be 
hampered by a too caviling spirit of 
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and render inadequate its charitable 
value to the community, | 

It is expectable of these gentlemen 
that they will harmonize their ideas 
for the public good and give assurance 
to the peoplé that the hospital will 
continue to be a distinct and pralise- 
worthy blessing to those who need its 
help.

Republicans Disoffended. 
(Special Dispatch to The Memphis Com- 
mercial-Appeal. ) 

The recent uprising against negroes 
in Indtana and Illinois is expected to 
have a political effect. The republican 
party, especially under Roosevelt, is re- 
garded as a negro party, and the whites 
in these states are said to be becoming 
estranged from it. A prominent Indiana 

man in Washington today said: 

“You would be gurprised to know that 
there is likelihood of the negro vote in 
Indiana and Illinois, which has been as- 
sured to the republicans’ by President 
Roosevelt's course, being offset by the 
loss of white republican votes. That is, 
however, a fact arising out of the exist- 
ing race problegn in those states.

“Now we are beginning to observe @ 
sentiment against negroes on the politica) 
phase of the situation simflar to that of 
the ‘southerners. The republican «party 
is being looked upon as fe party of the 
negro and is being deserted by white 
republicans who share the race prejudice. 
That feeling is especially noticeable in 
the small towns, and crops out in the mu- 
nicipal elections.. It is a question of how 
far that feeling will extend, but it is 
growing and will have its weight In fu- 
ture elections. 

“The republican managers, in order to 
recognize the negro vote, place negro can- 
didates on the tickets for minor offices 
that results in a hue and cry from the 
democrats that it is a’ negro ticket, and 
local pressure is brought to bear to keep 
men from voting it who are known to 
entertain feeling on the race question. 
My statement may be received with in- 
credulity in the north, but nothing is fim- 
possible in a community where the race 
feeling is so strong that a caterer from 
a neighboring town employed to sefve & 
banquet is fortiidden to bring his negro 
waiters in for one night and the wafters 
are driven out of town with actual vio- 


lence.’’

HOUSE VOTED TO EXTEND 


CITY LIMITS IN MACON 

Macon held the boards in the house 
yesterday for nearly two hours, with the 
result that the house voted to extend the 
eity’s limits and to permit the Bibb 
county misdemeanor convicts to work on 
the streets of Macon during a certain 
period of tha year. 

Next in point of interest to the Rome 
dispensary fight, among the contested 
local measures, was the matter of ex- 
tending the city limits of Macon so as 
to take in Vineville, Huguenin Heights 
and other suburbs. The bill was intro- 
duced by Mr. Felder, of Bibb, and was 
championed both by himself and Mr. 
Kilburn, while it was ardently opposed 
by Mr. Hall The fight is an old one, 
having been before the legislature on 
Several other occasions, but there has 
never before been such unanimity among 
the white residents of the sections af- 
fective, in favor of it. 

Mr. Felder spoke, earnestly urging the 
passage of the bill. What the people of 
these suburbs want, he declared, is pro- 
tection from crime and disease, and they 
can get it only by coming into the city 
of Macon and thus securing the advant- 
ages of the municipal government A 
house to house canvass of those inter- 
ested, Mr. Felder said, showed practical 
unanimity of the reputable white citizeas 
in favor of extension of the limits. The 
people of these suburbs want protection 
against the very persons who are pro- 
testing against the passdge of the Dill. 
They want protection against the negroes 
and the unsanitary conditions which sur- 
round them. The right of a negro to 
raise a hog in his back yard should never 
be put up against tne health of a com- 
munity and the lives of little children, 
many of whom had died from scariet 
fever, typhoid fever, smallpox and other 
diseases resuiting from these wnganitary 
conditions. 

Mr Felder said Mr Kilburn and the 
Senator were in favor of the bill. 

“What's the senator got to du with it?” 
Mr. tiall usked. 

“You i See when it gets over there,’’ 
Mr. reidec replied. 

“Yes, taut ovay represents nobody and 
notoOing,~ Mr. tall said. 

Mr.. reider said Mr. Hall wags usually 
right on every proposition before the 
house, but this time he was wrong, and 
he asked the house to pass the bill, 

Mr. Mail, in opposing the bill, expressed 
regret that such a contest should not 
bave been brought before the house. He 
deciared the rights of those who were 
opposing annexation should be consid- 
eled. 

“Let them run a line and take in only 
those peopie who Want to be taken in,”’ 
said Mr. Hall. ‘“‘They ean easily leave 
vut the megro settlement and somé of 
the other residents who are opposing 
tunis measure.”’ 

Mr. Hall said the negro settlement was 
unanimous against being taken into the 
city, and that many of the white resi- 
dents and property owners were also 
opposed to it. Mr. Hall said he had 
lived in Vineville for the last sixteen 
years, but if this bill became a law he 
would be compelled to move on account 
of the high taxes. Mr. Hall urged that 
tite “Yuestion should be submitted to a 
vote of the people to be affected before 
teing enacted into law 

The aye and nay vote was then taken 
and the bill passed by a vote of 133 to 10. 
The bill was sent at once to the senate. 

After a brief discussion the house also 
passed the bill providing that the misde- 
meanor convicts of Bibb county shall be 
worked on the streets of Macon for a 
period of three months during the year, 
by a vote of 88 to 2. Mr. Felder and 
Mr. Hall were both together on this 
measure, but it was opposed by Mr. Kil- 
burn, of Bibb. The only other vote 
ugainst it was cast by Mr. Houston, of 
Fulton. This opposition was based on 
th8 ground of convicts coming into com- 
petition with free labor. 


ANTI-HOG BILL IS PASSED 
FOR MR. YATES, OF CATOOSA 


Amid applause and cheers the house 
yesterday passed the hog Dill by Mr. 
Yates, of Catoosa, by a vote of 89 to 25. 
The bill had been made a special order 
out of courtesy to Mr. Yates, who has 
been & member of the house for eight 
years and has seldom asked a favor. 

The bill, Mr. Yates explained, merely 
provides for submitting to a vote of the 
people in any county which has not 
adopted the stock law in whole or in 
part the question of whether or not hogs 
shall be allowed to run at large. The 
bill, he said, in no wise affected any 
county¥ which had adopted the stock law, 
either over the entire county or only in 
a part of it. It requires a petition of 150 
freeholders to the ordinary before such 
an election can be held.

SENATE ADOPTS 
UNIFORM BOOKS 


Amended House Bill Passes 
the Upper Branch of 
Legislature. 


The senate, by a vote of 34 to 4, yester- 


day passed the house Dill providing for | 


state uniformity of text-books. The com- 
mittee on education had reported several 
minor amendments, some of them sug- 
gested by the authors of the house Dill, 
and these were adopted. There is but little 
difference between the senate and the 
house upon the méasureé as it stands, and 
these will, in all likelihood, be cleared 
away either by the adoption of the amend- 
ed bill by the house or in conference. 

The senate bill of Senator Golden to 
prohibit the sale of cotton futures gave 
rise to some debate. The provisions of 
the measure were explained by its author, 
but several senators thought that on 2 
measure so far-reaching in its effect there 
should be a fuller explanation of its pos- 
sibilities to injuriously affect legitimate 
transactions. Senator Hopkins said, as it 
was evident the bill could not be enacted 
into a law at this session and as thete 
seemed to be considerable dougt as to its 
wisdom and feasibility in its present 
shape, he would move that it be tabled 
until] next session. This was done. 

Senator McMichael endeavored to secure 
action upon his bills providing that solict- 
tors genera] should be put upon a salary. 
As opposition developed to these measures 
they were also tabled. 

The senate passed the bill of Senator 
Park to prohibit the sale of stocks of 
goods in bulk without five days’ notice, 
the object of this being to pretect credi- 
tors against fraud. ‘ 

A bill of Senator Hudson was also pass- 
ed. This provided an amendment fo sec 
tion 4868 of volume 2 of the code of 189 
So as to provide for and authorize the 
judges of the superior court of this state 
to issue writs of mandamus against the 
several boards of commissioners of roads 
and revenues of the several counties of 
this state whereby law jurisdiction and 
supervision of the public roads are vested 
in such boards of commissioners in such 
counties.

ANTI-PISTOL BilLL CAUSES 
MUCH TALK IN THE HOUSE 

The anti-pisto] bill, by Messrs. John- 
son, of Clinch, and Singletary, of Thomas, 
came up for a third reading and passage 
just before the adjournment of the house 
yesterday afternoon, 

This measure provides that no citizen 
of Georgia shal] be allowed to carry any 
pistol, dirk, bowie knife, brass knucks, 
winchester rifle, or other similar weap- 
on, without first applying for license to 
the ordinary, to whom shall be paid a 
license fee of $10. Before the license 
shall be issued the person applying shall 
give bond for 3250 for the proper use of 
such weapon. 

The bill is designed to prevent the In- 
discriminate carrying of weapons, con- 
cealed or exposed, by persons ever ready 
to get into difficulties. It is said the 
turpentine negroes are very much given 
to this careless carrying and handling of 
weapons, 

This bill is a pet measure of Mr. John- 
son's and he appealed very earnestly for 
its passage. : : 

‘Tl {ntroduced a similar bill fourteen 
years ago when I was a member of the 
legislature, in the old capitol,’’ Mr. John- 
gon sald. 

He declared such a measure was needed 
for the protection of law-abiding people.

Rome Dispensary Fight Is Set- 
lled in the House 


Bill Is Tabled and Question Will Go 
Before Next Democratic White 
Primary—McHenry Accepts 
Proposition of Ennis and 
Bill Is Tabled. 


The Rome dispensary fight, the hottest 
local fight of the legislative session, is 
settled. 

Messrs. Ennis and McHenry got to- 
gethér on the floor of the house yesterday 
morning, during the progress of the de- 
bate, and agreed to bury the hatchet, 
edge down, until the next session of the 
general assembly. 

Mr. McHenry had just concluded a 
warm speech against the Knowles-Ennis 
bill] and Mr. Ennis was making an equally 
ardent one in its support, when he came 
out with: 

“Tt will move now to table this bill, if 
Mr. McHenry will egree that this ques- 
tion shall be submitted to the next demo- 
cratic white primary in Floyd county, 
and the aotion on this bill shall depend 
on the result at that time. If the people 
favor the dispensary I will withdraw this 
bill; if not you shall agree to its pas- 
sage.” 

“Your proposition is accepted,” declared 

Mr. McHenry almost as soon as it was 
made. 
There was so much applause in the 
house over this turn in the matter that 
Mr. Ennis’ motion to table could scarcely 
be heard. 

“Tl move to table the bill for the rest of 
this session,’”’ Mr. Ennis said, and the mo- 
tion was unanimously adopted. 

The next democratic white primary in 
Floyd county will be held about April 
1 next. when members of the legislature 
and other county officers will be nomi- 
nated. Under the agreement between 
Messrs. Ennis and Knowles the white 
voters at that time will vote for or 
against the dispensary. If they favor the 
dispensary the present bill wil] be with- 
drawn. If they oppose the dispensary it 
will mean the enactment of the present 
or some other measure which will mean 
the displacement of the dispensary by 
barrooms. 

In the argument yesterday Mr. Me- 
Henry declared the dispensary had re- 
sulted in the moral, material and finan- 
cial improvement of the city and county. 
He said he represented the majority of 
the white democratic voters of the coun- 
y and asked that the matter be 

ack to .wem to decide what they want. 
He had @ssented to the matter going 
before the next white primary, but: was 
not willing that the bill should pass the 
house and go over to the senate to be 
tabled. 

Mr. Ennis began his argument for the 
bill by apologizing for bringing such a 
local fight before the house. He declared 
the statement untrue that he and Mr. 
Knowles were representing the barroom 
element. He took up the names of severa 
signers of the petition for the bill to show 
that they did not belong to the barroom 
element. Mr. Ennis declared there were 
many vacant stores in Rome since the 
establishment of the dispensary and that 
the cotton receipts of the senate had 
failen from 90,000 bales two years ago to 
30,000 bales last year. 

“Will you accept my proposition made 
on the floor of the committee room?” Mr. 
McHenry asked. 

“Oh, that’s the voice of Jacob with the 
hand of Esau,” was Mr. Ennis’ reply. 

Mr. Ennis declared he had seen a young 
girl not over 2 years old go into the dis- 
pensary, buy a quart of whisky and walk 
out with it under her arm. 

After further argument with reference 
to the wishes of the people in the matter, 
‘Mr. Ennis made his proposition to table 
the bill and submit the question to the 
democratic white primary, which Mr. Mc- 
Henry accepted. 


Mr. McHenry Talks. 


In speakifig of the situation from his 
standpoint to a representative of The 
Constitution, Mr. McHenrw of Floyd, 
said: 

“The bill introduced by my associates, 
Messrs. Knowles and Ennis, to repeal 
this law is claimed by them to be so 
done upon the wishes of a majority of 
the white registered voters of Floyd 
county. This proposition or claim I con- 
test, and when the bill was referred to 
the temperance committee of the house, 
protests against the passage of the pill 
were made and presented by the demo- 
cratic executive committee of Floyd coun- 
tv. a resolution of thé grand jury, all 
the officers of the county but two, a reso- 
lution of the city council of Rome, the 
hoard of commissioners of roads and 
revenues of Floyd county, a petition of 
nine-tenths of the merchants of the city, 
all the manufacturing interests of the 
county except two or three, and by a 
petition of some 1,70 white registered 
voters. 

“When the question was before the 
temperance committee Hon, Seaborn 
Wright proposed to the gentlemen who 
introduced the bill that the people did 
not want another contest of the gchar- 
acter passed through in February, 1902, 
and if they would withdraw their bill 
and submit the question to a white 
democratic primary, which would be held 
next spring to nominate a senator and 
representatives, if by vote then had the 
majority was against the dispensary, al! 
opposition to their bill would be with- 
drawn and t l would assist them to 
pass it. I was present and indorsed and 
assentel to Mr. Wright's proposition. 
This was positively refused. The com- 
mittee then reported the bil) favorably 
to which a minority report was filed. 
Subsequently Messrs. Knowles and En- 
nis sent me an agreement signed by them 
to be assented to and signed by myself 
and Senator Taylor. This agreement wae 
totally different from the proposition 
made in the committee room, and I de- 
clined to sign it. The main feature of 
this agreement I declined was ‘that the 
bill shoulda be passed through the house, 
transmittet to the senate and be there 
tabled, and then the question submitted 
to a democratic primafy, and the final 
fate of the bill thus determined. 

“There being such a marked and wide 
Pvariance between the two propositions, 
tI could and would not agrée to the dee 
eubmitted to me by Messrs. Knowles and 
) Ennis. During the discussion of the bill 
a@r. Bonis made another and altogether 
different proposition, which was in effect 
the same aa the one proposed in the 
committee. the difference voing he pro- 
posed to table the bill and submit tho 
question next spring to a white demo- 
cfatic primary and if the vote was 
against his bit it should be withdrawn.

PLATFORM FOR DEMOCRACY 


Washington, August 6.—(Special.)—Se- 
Ate; Gornmiw. in als talk w.t4 the newspa- 
per men on his return from Europe suc- 
cessfully parried all questions as to his 
candidacy for the presidency, but his 
reply to the question as to what he re- 
gamed as the paramount issues for next 
year’s campaign is being much discussed 
in Washington. ‘‘There’s a reformation 
of the tariff for one thing,’’ said Senator 
Gorman, “‘economy for another, honesty— 
honesty in public places—is the other.” 

In thie sentence the Maryland senator 
suggested v.hai rrany democrats béleve 
will be three leading planks in next 
year’s platform. ‘They believe that tariff 
reform, economy and honesty would be 
three of the best battle cries with which 
ihe democrats could go into next yeare 
fight. Despite the dissatisfaction of many 
republicans in all parts of the country 
with the present trust-sheltering Dingley 
law, with its high taxes on the materials 
used by American manufacturers and 
with its collection from the people of $50,- 
(000,000 per year more than is necessary 
to meet government expenses, it is certain 
that the republican party cannot be trust- 
ed to make any move in the direction of 
tariff reform. The revisionists in that 
party are being quieted with vague prom- 
ises of action after the presidential ele- 
tion. When that election is over, how- 
ever, the standpatters will find some 
other excise for delay and if the country 
must wait for a revision of the tariff 
until] it is made by the republicans there 
Is little prospect of anything being done 
for years to come. 

Gorman and the Tariff. 

In some quarters Senator Gorman’s 
deciaration in favor of tariff reform as 
one of the leading issues for the next

campaign will occasion some surprise, for ' 
the Maryland senator has been accused | 


by superficial observers of not being 
an advocate of lower tariff taxes, and 
his record on the Wilson bill is pointed 
to as justifying this accusation. Senator 
Gorman’s course on the Wilson bill, how- 
ever, will stand the elosest scrutiny. It 
is a matter of history that that bill when 


finally enacted into law and emasculated ? 


by the decision of the supreme court on 
its income tax feature, failed to produce 
sufficient revenue for the needs of the 
government. How much worse it would 
have been and how much larger the bonds 
issues of the second Cleveland adminis- 
tration would have been if the Maryland 
senator had not kept the fiscal needs 
of the government in view at all times 
can only be imagined. Had the income

Conditions are more favorable for a re-

Further than 
this, when Senator Gorman and his asso- 
ciliates were insisting that the Wilson bill 
rates should be kept up to the proper 
revenue producing point they could count 
on only $143,000,000 from interna] revenue, 
while the internal revenue receipts for 
the last fiscal year amounted to over $230,- 
000,000 and they are still rapidly increas- 
ing. 
Policy of Democrats. 

Tariff reform, economy and honesty. 
The three are closely interrelated. Tariff 
taxes which take from the people money 
in large excess of the needs of the gov- 
ernment afford a constant temptation to 
extravagance and dishonesty. In the 
opinion of many democrats the party can 
do no better than to take its stand for a 
policy that will not take from the pockets 
of the people more money than the gov- 
ernment needs and will see to it that the 
money collected is economically and hon- 
estly administered, The record of the re- 
publican party since the close of the 
Spanish war makes the time very oppor- 
tune for the adoption of such a policy by 
the democrats. The Dingiey law has 
taken from the people and piled up in the 
treasury hundreds of millions of dollars 
that the government has not needed. De- 
spite the wasteful extravagance and the 
downright dishonesty that has prevailed 
an available cash balance of more 
than $300,000,000, which by skillful book- 
keeping is reduced in the published state- 
ments to $230,000,000 has been piled up in 
the treasury, while Secretary Shaw and 
Secretary Gage, before him, are on record 
as saying that $50,000,000 would form 4 
sufficient working balance for the treas- 
ury. It is not strange that republica 
senators and representatives in the inter- 
ests of the beneficiaries of the Dingley 
law have appropriated money in the most 
wildly extravagant manner in the vain 
effort to cut down the growing surplus. 
It is not strange that men of little moral 
stemina in the government's service have 
taken advantage of the opportunities af- 
forded by the lavish extravagance of the 
government and have sought to enrich 
themselves by divisions with favored con- 
tractors. Senator Gorman’s declaration 
for tariff reform, economy and honesty is 
most timely.

spoke of was one that took place at the 
poker table. It was during the lifetime 
Of te late King Kalulau. Parker, who 
is Known as “colonel” in the Hawalian 
islands, was one of the king’s very rich- 
est subjects, and so the king, if he won 
at all, had an opportunity to win a lot 
of money from the ‘colonel.’ 

“Parker, however, was an adept with 

the cards. He could bluff till the old 
King was all befuddled, and then he 
would rake in the jackpot, Well, one 
time he and the king sat down together to 
play the game of their lives. 
« “Hand after hand was dealt out and 
hour after hour went by, Parker being in 
the long run the winner. Finally the 
p luck was all this way and the state 
treasury of ..awaii was becoming more 
and more depleted every few minutes, and 
at last the king and the king’s govern- 
ment were flat broke, all the royal and 
State funds having found their way into 
the capacious pocket of the imperturb- 
able Sam.

lanta and the surrounding country once 
indulged, but which has been forgotten by 
most of the old citizens and has never 
been heard of by those who hare not 
attained to the years and wisdom of 
Colonel Small. The story of the celebra- 
tion is well worth repetition as the 
“Dewey Fourth’ of several years ago 
was called the first big celebration in 
the south since the opening of the civil 
war, 

“TI remember the Fourth of 1876,’’ said 
Colonel Smail, accompanying the words 
with a reminiscent expression. ‘I never 
Saw such another crowd as was in At- 
lanta that day. 

“The exercises were held in the car 
shed and Alex Stephens was the orator 
of the day. I was in the militia at 
that time, and marched in the big pa- 
rade and had a good view of the speak- 
er and was close enough to hear what 
he said. The old depot was simply 
packed with people and the crowd ex- 
tended far up the railroad and out in 
the streets at either end of the building. 
It was one of the greatest throngs of 
people that ever got together in At- 
lanta. 

‘T remember the railroads running into 
Atlanta didn’t have enough passenger 
cars to carry the excursionists into the 
city and box cars and flat cars were 
pressed into service to accommodate the 
travelers. There were several negroes 
killed on the way home, I remember, by 
falling off of overcrowded box car tops. 
' “That certainly was the most_rousing 
Fourth of July celebration Atiffita ever 


saw.’’

A matter of considerable interest to 
the negroes of Atlanta and the south 
is an election which takes place in Cin- 
cinnati, Ohio, tomorrow, when the pres- 
ident of Clark university, a negro edu- 


' cational institution located in this city 


will be selected. 

At the present time the university fs 
without an executive head owing to the 
fact that Rev. W. H. Meldon, D. D., 2 
former New Englander, has resigned 
from the. place, it is reported, under 
pressure from the board of trustees. 

When the board meets in Cincinnati 
tomorrow it is altogether likely that 
there will be a hot fight between (wv 
factions over the man to be chosen for 
the position. 

The negroes of 
pal church of the south and also 
north are urging before the board 
election of one of their own race, 
at the same time there is a strong éle- 
ment from New England urging the elec- 
tion of a white man to the place. 

There has been forwarded to the board 
of trustees a strong memorial drdwn up 
by the negroes of Atlanta and else- 
where who are interested in the school, 
which sets forth the claims of the ne- 
groes in regard to the -.matter. In this 
set of resolutions the point is very forci- 
bly made that while the white people 
of the north are urging the appointment 
of negroes to governn.ental positions of 
trust they are at the same time sm-e#- 
ing their inconsistency in denying that 
negroes are capable of filling other posi- 
tions of trust where the advancement of 
the race along educational lines is in- 
volved. 

This element which favors the elec- 
tion of a negro to the presidency of this 
influential! institution asserts that a man 
who belongs to their own race is better 
able to understand the needs of the 
race, and consequently better fitted to fill 
Such a place as the presidency of a ne- 
gro educational institution. 

The man who is being urged by the 
negroes for the place is Professor W. H 
Crogman, professor of Latin and Greek 
at the college, and a man who has been 
connected with the institution for about 
twenty-five years. It is asserted by those 
who favor him that he is in every way 
capable of filling the position. 

A New Englander, and a white man, 
is bejng urged before the board by the 
other element. 

The result of the election will be re- 
ceived with interest by those interest 


in the college in Atlanta and throughout 
the south.

FREIGHT RULE NO. 34 REVISED. 
Effective on August 15, 1903, Rule 34 of 
the Rules Governing the Transportation of 
Freight, is hereby repealed, and the following 
Substituted therefor: 


Rule 34. 


Railroads shall promptly receive goods frer- 
ed for shipment, end shall, when so required, 
issue duplicate receipts therefor. Such receipis 
ehall show separately and in detall the weight 
and freight-clasg of each kind of goods em- 
braced in the shipment and the total rate to 
be charged for transporting each class to the 
destination named. 

When euch receipt is presented to the railroad 
agent at destination, it shall be the duty of 
the railroad to deliver the goods to the con- 
signee or his order, upon payment of the freight 
and other charges lawfully due thereon, and 
the expense bill then isgued shall show esep- 
arately the weight, the rate and the total 
charge upop the goods embraced in each sep- 
arate class of freight composing the shipment. 


Demurrage Rule No. 3 Revised. 


Effective on August 15, 1903, Demurrage 
Rule Number 3 is hereby repealed, and the 
following substituted therefor: 


Rule 3. 


Package freight, awe ble through depots 
or ware houses, shall owed free time, the 
eame as freight taking track delivery, When 
not taken by the consignee within the time 
specified by these rules, the following charges 
inay be assessed @gainst such freight: 

On less than carioad lots, one cent per hun- 
dred pounds per day. 

On carload lots, ten cents per ton of 2,000 
pounds per day? 

Provided, That in no case shall the charge 
on a less than ¢arload shipment be greater 
than it would be on a carload. 


Demurrage Rule No, 5 ““&’”’ Revised. 


Effective on Atigust 15, 1903, Demurrage 
Rule No. § ‘“‘A”™ is hereby repealed, and the 
following substituted therefor: 


Bule 5 “A.” 


Where a consignee «hall refuse to accept 
freight tendered pufSuance of the Dill of 
lading, whether the same be in catioad lota or 
otherwise, the carrier charged with the duty of 
delivery may givé to the ¢onsignor legal notice 
of such refusal; and if he shall not, within 
three days thereafter, give direction for the 
disposition of such goods,’ he shall thenceforth 
become. lable to Such carrier for the usual 
demurrage and atorage charges, to the same 
extent, and at theisame rate, ag such charges 
are now, under like circumstances by the 
rules of this Commission, Imposed upon eon- 
signees who neglect or refuse, after notice of 
arrival, to remove freight of like character.

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MORGAN'S DEAL 
WITH BRITAIN 


Agreement of Ship Combine 
With Government 


No British Ship in Combine Shall Be 
Transferred to Foreign Reg- 
istry—Vessels Subject to 
Hire by the British 
Admiralty. 


London, August 6.—The agreement of 
the International Mercantile Marine Com- 
pany with the British admiralty and the 
board of trade is,y published in a parlia- 
mentary paper tonight. 

It provides that the British companies 
included in the «embine shall remain on 
a footing of equality with other British 
companies in respect to amy military, 
naval or postal services, that the British 
government may require from the British 
Mercantile Marine Company. No British 
ship in the combine shall be transferred 
to a foreign registry without the con- 
sent of the president of the board of 
trade. The vessels shall continue to be 
officered by British subjects and carfy 
the same proportion of British sailors 
as is prescribed in the case of any other 
British ships engaged in the same line 
of trade. 

The vess@.s shall still be subject to 
hire or purchase by the admiralty on 
the same teiws as existed prior to the 
combination. At least a motely of the 
tonnage byjit or acquired during the con 
tinuance of the agreement shall be reg- 
istered as Briitsh. Any company hereaf- 
ter taken into the combination shall be 
subject to the same terms. The British 
companies included in the combine shall 
comtinue to be British companies quali- 
fied to own British ships, and at least 
a majority of their directors shall be 
British subjects. Nothing shall be done 
to jeopardize the existing British register 
or thg_sight of a vessel to fly the British 
flag. 

The agreement shall continue for twen- 
ty years, dating from September 22, 1902, 
and shall be terminable thereafter at 
five years’ notice on either side. It is 
provided that the British government 
has the right to eerminate the agreement 
at any time should the combine pursue a 
policy injurious to the interests of the 
British mercantile marine or _ British 
trade.

Samuel J. Sloman, a prominent citizen 
of Atlanta, is dead. He expired yes- 
terday morning at 9:30 o’clock, death re- 
sulting from an operation performed for 
appendicitis. Mr. Slomat has been in 
ill-health for some time, and was recent- 
ly sent to St. Joseph infirmary, where 
three operajtions were performed and 

where his death occurred. 

The funeral arrangements will prob- 
ably b& held on next Sunday morning 
at 10 o'clock at the residence, conducted 
by Rabbi David Marx. The interment 
will be at Westview. 

Mr.’ Sloman leaves a family of a wife 
and three children, a son and two daugh- 
ters. They are Jake Sloman and Misses 
Pauline and Mary Sloman. 

The deceased was a well-known At- 
lantan. He was born in Germany about 
i836, whére he received his education. 
While yet a young man he came to Amer- 
ica and was soon engaged in the civil 
wat, fighting throughout that struggle 
under the confederate flag as a member 
of a South Carolina company. 

When the war was over he moved to 
Philadelpnia, where he stayed for some 
time, finally leaving Pennsylvania for 
Georgia. He lived for a time in Craw- 
fordville and Atlanta and in 1883 came to 
Atlanta, where he has lived ever since 
that time, working and struggling in her 
behalf. In 1897 he retired from business. 
He was respected by all who knew him.

Because of good be- 
havior he was paroled after serving four~ 
teen months. He failed to report one 
month and was rearrested and returned 
to the reformatory, where he served nine 
months more and was again released. He 
kept his parole for a while, but finally 
drifted to this city...)

BIG MEETING 
WILL BE HELD 


Congregational Workers Are 
Among Colored People 
Meeting in Atlanta. 


There will be held in Atlanta, from 
September 19 to 23, inclusive, the na- 
tional convention of congregational work- 
ers among the colored people. 

The meeting is of wide scope, including, 
besides Georgia, North Carolina, South 
Carolina, Alabama, Mississippi, Texas, 
District of Columbia, Kentucky, Ohio, 
Tennessee and New England. 

It contemplates bringing together four 
or five hundred men and women of both 
races, who have for a quarter of a cen- 
tury been working along educational and 
religious lines in a conservative way for 
the betterment of the colored race. Their 
deliberations are expected to have an 
important bearing on the solution of the 
race problem, as some new policies are 
to be outlined. 

Rey. H. H. Proctor, pastor of the First 
Congregational church, colored, of At- 
lanta, is chairman of the convention; Dr. 
G. W. Henderson, dean of the Divinity 
School of Straight university, is corre- 
sponding secretary; Rev. E. E. Scott, of 
Shelby, Ala., is recording secretary, and 
Rev. F. W. Sims, of Memphis, Tenn., 
treasurer. 

A number of men of national reputation 
are expected, some having already ac- 
cepted places on the programme. Among 
those expected are Dr. A. H. Bradford, 
Mount Clair, N. J., moderator of the 
National Council of Congregational 
Churches;. Dr. Washington Gladden, pres- 
ident of the American Missionary Asso- 
ciation, the publicist who first_suggested 
to President Roosevelt the arbitration of 
the coal strike; Dr. A. E. Dunning, editor 
of The Boston Congregationalist: Dr. 
William Hayes Ward, editor of The New 
York Independent; Rev. George W. 
Moore, a colored orator of New England, 
Rev. A. C. Garner, of Washington city, 
who delivered an address at the rerent 
negro congress in this city, and also 
Booker T. Washington. 

The meeting will be held in the colored 
Congregational church in this city, which 
is already beginning to make extensive 
preparations for the event. Professor W. 
B. Matthews has been made general 
chairman of the local committee; J. B. 
Greenwood, of the finance committee; C. 
C. Cater, entertainment committee; E. 
Simpson, woman’s committee; Elmore 
Reynolds,; messenger committee, and J. 
K. Phillips, music committee. 

Reduced rates have been granted on all 
roads entering Atlanta; a large delega- 
tion is expected, and fram now on the 
work of preparing for the convention will 
be vigorously pushed. One of the feat- 
ures will be music; a chorus of o%e hun- 
dred voices will sing. > 


ARE IPSQ FACTO CITIZENS. 


No Provision of Law for the Natur- 
alization of Chinese 
Reridents. 

“Your stories about Lum Ling and his 
children should be corrected as to one 
very material point,’’ said Attorney W. A. 
Fuller, Jr., yesterday. “It is true that 
there is no provision of our iaw for nat- 
uralizing a Chinaman who was born in 
a foreign country and who immigrated 
here, but children born in the United 
States of Chinese parents residing here 
are ipso facto American citizens and are 
recognized as such by the government. 
The purpose of the affidavits recently 
prepared by me was to establish the fact 
that the children of Lum Ling were born 
here, as this evidence will be needed 
whenever they leave this country and 
endeavor to return as American citizens. 
They have the same right to go abroad 
and return that is possessed by any other 
American citizen. Incidentally, it may be 
noted that the children have rights not 
possessed by their parents, as the latter 
cannot, under the present law, return to 
America if they should leave it. Laun- 
drymen are classed as laborers and no 
Chinese laborer can return to Amtrica 
after once leaving. Lum Ling is a laun- 
dryman and cannot return to the United 
States if he visits China, but his children 
can, upon showing that they were really 
born here. Hence the affidavits estab- 
lishing this fact, made now, while the 

witnesses are living and accessible.” 


ACTIVITY IN REAL ESTATE.

The real estate men and the renting 
agents of the city are reaping a harvest 
this summer.

THE DAY IN WALL COS@ET. 


New York, August 6—Wall street 
emerged today from its gloom, which 
still clouded the situation during the ear- 
ly hours of the trading in stocks, and 
an effective rally in prices was produced. 
The day closed with an animated buying 
movement in progress, and with prices 
in the active list from 1 to over 3 points 
abOve last night. During the period of 
early weakness there were numerous de- 
clines of from 1 to 2 poinags, breaking 
through previous low levels for the year. 
The early weakness was not universal, 
many stocks showing good resistance 
and reflecting determined support by 
means of confident buying on the part 
of market managers for the stocks. 
There was acute weakness after the open- 
ing, which centered upon Missourt Pa- 
cific, Atchison and Baltimore and Ohio. 
This seemed to be a continuation of yes- 
terday’s liquidation, and the closing out 
of collateral in loans. The weak spots 
in the market, of which the above stocks 
were the most notable, kept the tone un- 
settled and nervous. The eagerness 
shown for the announcement, which was 
made in a conspicuous manner, that all 
sheets had safely passed the stock ex- 
change clearing house, and the evident 
relief after the announcement was made, 
showed clearly that fears had been felt 
that further failures would result from 
the strained condition of affairs. After 
the clearing house sheets had gone 
through there Was a relaxation the 
selling pressure, and indications that 
liquidation of an immediately urgent 
character had spent its force. The sta- 
bility of parts of the market, which were 
supported by large banking interests, 
arrested the rapid shrinkage in collat- 
eral, which aroused such acute uneasi- 
ness yesterday. The market gradually 
strengthened during the latter part of the 
day and became quite buoyant at the 
last. It may be accepted as a matter 
of course that covering of short interests 
by professional traders played an im- 
portant part in the recovery, as this 
class of operators would not desist fram 
putting out short sales as long as the 
decline in prices continued. The mere 
fact of the turn in the tide of the market 
also gave rise to a flood of rumors in- 
tended to explain the change in senti- 
ment. The favorite rumor was that a 
coalition had been formed among the 
most powerful capitalists in the country 
to buy all stocks that were offered and 
to lend freely to the distressed interests 
in the market. This rumor presented so 
pleasing a prospect that everybody who 
gave credence to it was disposed to buy 
stocks to the extent of his ability. The 
professional traders short of the market 
were of course foremost in this eager- 
ness. As a matter of fact, there is rea- 
son to believe that an exchange of views 
on the situation among important cap- 
italists has disclosed an agreement of 
Opinion as to the advisability of avoid- 
ing the further selling out of collateral 
as far as possibie. ut the. lenders in 
the stock market show considerable va- 
riation in the policy pursued in this mat- 
ter, as was disclosed by further closing 
out of collateral this morning. There 
was as little in the news of the day to 
account for the rally as there has been 
for the recent heavy decline. Liquida- 
tion In grain and cotton was supposed 
to be induced to some extent by the 
threatening situation in Wall street, and 
the rise in the call loan rate to 4 per 
cent this afternoon was said to be due 
in part to the cancellation of some loans 
in cotton. The movement in call money 
did not affect the late strength in stocks. 
The trade reports on iron and steel gave 
prominence to the difficulty of financing 
new undertakings on account of the 
money and securitles market situation, 
and cited cases of postponement of de- 
liveries and even cancellation of orders. 
Passenger rate disturbances in the west 
and northwest are said to be threaten- 
ing. There were continued large offer- 
ings of loan bilis in the exchange mar- 
ket, but these were viewed as reflecting 
some pressure for funds which could 
not be satisfied in the domestic market. 
The further obligations thus incurred 
are also considered not to strengthen the 
situation. The great relief felt that no 
further casualties occurred in the stock 
exchange circle carried al] other consid- 
erations before it and resulted in the 
violent rebound in prices. 

Speculative bonds made violent recov- 
eries in sympathy with stocks. The gen- 
eral bond market was irregular. Total 
sales, par value, $5,100,000. 

United States bonds were all unchanged 
on the last call.
